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Carl Harvey Renounces 
American Citizenship 


Carl Harvey, 718 West Mait- 
land street, Ontario, renounced 
his American citizenship yes- 
terday “because of bureaucratic 
persecution” following a deci- 
sion by a state referee uphold- | 
ing the Ontario department of 
unemployment’s decision on the 
claim of his daughter, Helen E. 
Harvey. 

The department had _ ruled 
Miss Harvey ineligible for un- 
employment benefits for a per- 
iod of five weeks. 

In letters to President Tru- 
man, Governor Warren and 
California senators Knowland 
and Downey, Harvey stated he 
had'been the object of ‘‘dictator- 
ial persecution by the Federal 
government since. 1943” and 
that all his efforts to resist the 
“tyranny” had met with. fail- 
ure. P 

“Since I can find not justice 
under the laws of a bureaucrat 
ridden country I hereby re-. 
nounce all my rights as a citi- 


zen of the United States of 
America,” wrote Harvey. ‘This 
is the only way I feel that I can 
preserve my dignity as a man.” 

The Ontarian further declar- 
ed that he admitted his defeat 
and was convinced that any fur- 
ther ‘action in battling ‘‘bureau- 
cratic and dictatorial methods” 
would be doomed to failure. 

His letters requested no. ac- 
tion by the recipients but were 
written merely for the sake of 
the record, he added. 

An additional step in sever- 
ance of community ties was tak- 
en by Harvey in submitting his 
resignation as’ a’ member’ to 
Upland American Legion Post 
73. - In his resignation letter 
Harvey declardd that he had re- 
quested the Legion to “assist 
him in his lone stand against 
dictatorship” and had réceived 
no, action on his requests. | 

The American Legion post 
voted unanimously to accept the 
resignation without discussion.

Don’t expect their return: The 
chance seems very dim. But they 
probably will be one ‘of ‘the main 
issues in the 1948 elections of next 
November. 

President Truman asked Con- 
gress for power to use those con- 
-rols again if, and when, he thinks 
chey’re needed to cope with living 
costs. 

The Republican-controlled Con- 
gress would have to pass a law 
.o give that power to Mr. Truman, 
who probably will be the Demo- 
-ratic candidate for President next 
year. 

But the two most powerful Re- 
publican leaders in Congress have 
denounced the whole idea. 

They're Senator Taft of Ohio, 
who wants to be the Republican 
candidate for President, and Rep. 
martin of Massachusetts, speaker 
of the House. 

Taft made such a savage attack 
on the whole idea in a radio talk 
iast night that it seems impossible 
ne could ever change over. 

For that reason, he was basing 
a lot of his political future on 
whether time would show he was 
right. 

Since the summer of 1946, when 
OPA began to collapse under the 
battering of Congress, living costs 
have risen 23 per cent and still 
are rising. 

(OPA, with its price controls 
and rationing, died in the fall of 
1946.) 

Mr. Truman said it would take 
months to start the controls work- 
ing, because of the need to set up 
agencies, if Congress gave him 
the power now. 

Since he thinks that would take 
months—and since Congress ar- 
gue for months before giving him 
the controls, if it ever did—it 
scems impossible there could be 
any controls anyway before next 
spring. 

And this is where the politics 
come in: 

Suppose the 
trolled Congress refuses the Pres- 
ident's request—as it seefns sure 
to do—-and living costs get out of 
hand. 

In the 1948 political campaign 
Mr. Truman will be able to tell the 
voters: 








“I asked Congress for power to 


control. living costs but the Re- 


publicans wouldn't give it to me. ! 


Blame the Republicans.” 

Then the Republicans will have 
to explain why they didn't let him 
have the controls. Mr. Truman 
doesn’t stand to lose much by his 
request. 

But Senator Taft made it clear 
last night that he’s sharply aware 
of the poiitical importance of all 
this. 

He said that, from a _ political 
standpoint, it might be better for 


Congress to let Mr. Truman have | 


the controls he asks because the 


public would get mad at the Pres- 


ident.

So Mr. Truman argues this 
wotldn’t ‘mean controlling ‘or ra- 
tioning ‘everything but only those 
main items if they get scarce or 
too high in price. 

Eut Senator Taft says, in effect, 
that this is‘bunk, that wartime ex- 
perience shows you have to control 
everything, ‘if you control a few 
things.
